In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., verbal input and non-verbal input is equated with one of a plurality of meaningful phrases) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

As one example, Beyda performs verbal input in col.8 lines 29-37 AND performs non-verbal input in col. 10 lines 1-5. As shown in Fig. 3, 
Beyda has several layers and prompts at which the user can perform verbal AND non-verbal input and therefore Beyda reads on the claim 
as currently recited. It is noted, however, that from these citations, it doesn't appear Beyda performs what applicant argues(i.e. user 
simultaneously inputs verbal and non-verbal input that corresponds to one of plurality of meaningful phrases which is recognized by the 
system). 
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
